A. One foot-candle is the inten- 
sity of illumination on a surface 
one foot away from a lighted can- 
dle. The measurement of the’ in- 
tensity of illumination is accom- 
plished simply by the use of a foot- 
candle meter. The lighting advi- 
sors of Civilian Defense Councils or 
the lighting departments of elec- 
tric utilities are equipped with 
such meters and are prepared to 
advise on the measurement of lighf. 

Q. What is meant by “no light 
above the horizontal.’ 

A. It means that no light shall 
be emitted above a line that is 
level with the bottom of a light 
source. 

Q. My business depends upon a 
brightly lighted display of goods in 
my show windows. How can I 
comply with the one-foot candle 
regulations and keep up my busi- 
ness? 

A. Any amount of light desired 
can be used in your show dindow, 
provided not more than one-foot 
candle goes on the sidewalk in front 
of the window.

Book-of-the-Month Club selects a | 
novel of early New England: ‘Look | 
LeGranc | 


to the Mountain” by 
Cannon, Jr. The setting is the 
Chocorua country of the New’ Hamp- 
shire province of pre-Revolutionary 
days. Mr. Cannon gces to vigorous 
and natural sources for his mater- 
ial. His characters are of the sim- 
ple, home spun variety, true chil- 
dren of the soil who did the real 
pioneering in America without aid 
of influence, money or slaves. 


Although the book has exactly | 


565 pages, the story concerns two 
people. Whit Livingstone, who when 
the story begins can mow a field 
clean and fast but has little else 
except his honesty to recommend 
him, and pretty Melissa, daughter 
of the tavern keeper, Captain But- 
ler. These two pioneer to the north 
woods putting their faith in the 
promise of the forest and the in- 
spiration of the mountain. They 
wrest shelter and food from. the 
forest and rear children; Whit 
knows the dignity of citizenship 
with its duties and privileges and 
when these privileges are threaten- 
ed, he leaves his stout shelter and 


| clearings to take part in the Battle 


of Bennington. 

But it isn’t as conquerors of the 
land that Mr. Canonn’s Whit and 
Melissa achieve their ultimate suc- 
cess as characters, it is rather in 
the natural unfolding of their po- 
tentialties. Their normalcy, in this 
respect, has a kind of stabilizing 
effect that is one of the chief 
charms of the story. 

Another “pioneer” novel with a 
setting nearer home is Lillian 
Ross’s novel of the Big Sur coun- 
try of California, “The Stranger.” 
Mrs. Ross who with her wood sculp- 
tor husband, Harrydick Ross, lives 
65 miles from Carmel, is untouched 
by the “lit’ry” or arty influence of 
the colony. She goes back to 1870 
for the time of her novel and tells 
the story of.a pioneer Zande Allan 
who comes to the Santa Lucia 
range to raise cattle, and Hannah 
Martin, the girl from the Middle- 
west, who was the answer to his 
advertisement in a matrimonial 
paper. The problems of Zande and 
Hannah differ, to be sure, from 
those of Whit and Melissa, but the 
growth and development of all four 


(is curiously influenced by the phy- 


sical aspects of the country in 
which they live. Perhaps that state- 
ment is true, more or less, about 
all novels of pioneering, but it is 
especially apparent in these two 
books. 

Incidentally Mrs. Ross holds to 
many of the pioneering ways in her 
way of life. She lives 15 miles from 
a road and six miles from water. 
It is said that she is an expert at 
making sourdough bread. Today 
both Mr. and Mrs. Ross are “watch- 
ers” for the Fourth Interceptor 
Command.
